In fact, 
got thinking so much about it that I went to my 
ew Testament, and I began to read up on the 
bject of Jesus’ preaching. I was amazed to dis- 
ver that He was constantly talking about money. 


I don’t remember now just how many of His 
irables are built about the subjects of money and 
giving, but I know it seemed to me that about 
ery other one was related to those subjects in 
me form. 


And He was always preaching about money. 
e advised us not to lay up treasures on earth 
nere moth and rust consume. He warned us that 
> have received freely and ought to give freely 
a consequence. He talked about the people who 
d different amounts of money and their different 
sponsibilities. He commended one woman for 
1at others called waste, just because it was the 
tpouring of her grateful heart. At the very outset 
His ministry, He declared that no one could live 
possessions, no matter how many he had. 


All that set me thinking harder than ever. I 
gan to believe that a subject which got so much 
ention from my Lord ought to have more atten- 
nm from me.

I began to look about me and see how money 
did things to people. Some of them get hard and 
unreasonable when they get money. Others become 
grasping and even cruel. With still others the piling 
up of wealth becomes something like a mania. I 
know people — you know some too, I am sure — 
who are not even able to spend their income. I 
never expect to have that much of an income, but 
I know I must have a right attitude toward my 
small income or it will become a terrible master 
over me. 


The more I studied the matter the more I 
became convinced that Jesus talked about money 
because He saw how insidious its influence in our 
lives might be — He saw what even a little money 
could do to a person if he did not take the right 
attitude toward it.

It was brought 
out tnat one resgson why notices were not always sen@, or 
if they were, they were addressed to the family instead 
or the brotherhood member. ‘This was because the 
addressograpn sbencils were used from the chunrh listings. 
This means that each time they are needed they must be 
individually pulled from the general mailing file and 
afterward individually replaced. 


Bloomquist moeved that new stencils exclusively for the 
brotherhood be cut for the addressograph. Motion was 
secunded and unaniously pessed. idgar johnson indicated 
that if they were of a similar type as used at Larson 

Dairy, he could obtain new stencils and get them cut at 

a minimum cost. Otherwise the job is to be done commercially. 


Bill Seeborg discussed the value and need for the group 

to sponsora a scout troop. It was pointed out that tiuis 

was a National project of the Brotherhood. This project 
is to be discussed further at future meetings. 


The program consisted of a speaker, the Rev. Waldo Putman, 
of the loca@l First Baptist Church. He spoke on Christians 
abroad and in particular his own missionary experiences 

in China around 1930. 


There being no further business, the meeting was declared 
ajourned.
